‘Resolved by the Board of Health, That 
it shall be unlawful to operate, maintain 
or conduct any food establishment in 
which beer is sold to be consumed on the 


premises by customers of both sexes, un- 
less there shall be provided sufficient num. 
ber of separate and distinct toilets for the 
use of each sex and plainly so designated. 
No person shall be allowed to use any 
such toilet intended for persons of the 
opposite sex. Such toilets shall be provided 
within twenty days after the person so 
owning, conducting or operating such a 
business is notified in writing by the De- 
partment of Health to install the desired 
number of toilets. This resolution shall 
take immediate effect. 


Carried. 
By Mr. Gibbons— 


Resolved by the Board of Health, If raw 
milk is sold by any licensed dealer within 
the City Limits of Lansing, the health 
of the cattle from which the same 1s 
drawn must be determined by the blood 
test for contagious abortion, this test to 
be made by any competent veterinarian 
approved by the City Department of 
Health. Such cattle must be tested at 
least once a year and when reactors are 
found they must be removed from the 
herd and a retest of the herd conducted 
every ninety days, until two successive 
negative tests from the herd are recorded. 
The Department of Health shall in all 
cases be notified before the ‘contagious 
abortion test is applied and after each 
application of the test the animals must 
be tagged in such a manner as to supply 
a record of the examination. This regula- 
tion shall take effect May ist, 19384.

. “The Board of Health wishes to make the 
following statement of the work accom- 
plished toward abating the nuisance of the 
Mill Race in North Lansing. 


1. A city sewer has heen constructed 
running from the Mill Race east to the 
interceptor sewer. The stores located at 
210-212 East Grand River have been con- 
nected to this sewer. 


2. A continuation of this sewer was 
started October 3, and the work will be 
finished in a week’s time. The sewer will 
cross the mill race and continue to the 
river. The stores located at 200-208 East 
Grand River will then be attached to this 
sewer, removing all sewage from the Mill 
Race that previous investigation has shown 
to be emptying into the race. No other 
source of contamination is known at this 
time. 


3. That portion of the race running 
from the rear of 210-212 East Grand River 
north to the retaining wall located under 
the Michigan Central Brokerage Company 
has been cleaned, and a hole cut through 
the bottom of the race, allowing the drain 
water to flow out into the Grand River. 


4. The Board wishes to commend the 
Board of Water and Light Commission 
for their purchase of the mill rights and 
their plans for repairing the dam and fill- 
ing in the old race bed.’’
